William H. Coates,who was a re- 
sident of Alberta from 1906 to 1914 
and was counecled with GP. R. ir- 
rigation work at Cluny died at South 
en-on-Sea, England, on May*10th, 
according to word received in this 
town, The deceased was 60 years of 
age, When war was declared in 1914 
he offered his services in spite of his 
52 yeara, and accepted by the Im- 
perial army as an instructor.

Jaw was passed limiting the number of people of any race who might enter 
the States to three per cent, of the number of such race already domiciled 
there. In the first year of the operation of this law it has been discovered 
from the oflicial figures that in the case of one country only did the full num- 
ber eligible to enter come to the States. That country was Poland. 
other hand more people left the States to return to Poland than came from 


| 
there, the net result being a loss of Polish population to the United States. 


In like manner more people returned to Italy and Greece than came trom 
those countries, while in the case of all other European countries, fewer im- 
migrants came to the States than would have been allowed to enter under 
the new law. 

It would appear, therefore, that there ts no such great rush of Europea 
to this continent, and that the danger of flooding this country with “foreign- 
es” is more imaginary than real. 

Canada needs population. . That need is manifest on every hand, It 
should, therefore, be Canada’s national policy to admit any white people who 
want to come to our open areas and to work in the development of our natural 
vesources, provided—and this is the only provision that should be rigidly en- 
forced—they pass strict medical examination and are shown to hold a clear 
bill of health and give ordinary proof of good moral character. We, should 
rigidly exclude mental, moral and physical defectives. Having done this, few 
other precautions are necessary, und it is safe to say that out of the enter- 


prising ones who migrate to Canada—and it is the more enterprising who do!

Burma’s Ruby Mines 


Search for Rubies Conducted Very 
Much As It Was Centuries Ago 
Burma is the home of rubies and 
from the famous mines of the Mogok 
Valley come some of the most famous 
gems in the world, In this wonder- 
ful valley has been installed the most 
modern machinery and the very lat- 
est tools in order to facilitate the ex 
amination of a large amount of byon, 
or ruby-bearing clay hitherto untouch- 
ed by the hand of man. Nearby, in 
the valleys of the Burmans, the 
search for rubies is conducted very 
much as it was centuries and centur- 
jes ago. The digging and washing 
there is a matter of hand labor; but 
they are still getting rubies—the fin- 
est in all the world. 
In addition to the pure ruby, spinel 


or balas rubies are found in large 
quantities in Mogok. Wherever the 
ruby is found there also is spinel. 


Both are crystals of aluminum, but ot 
various shapes. While the true ruby 
may be said to be pure corundum 
only, the spinel shows a minute qual- 


ity of magnesium, the presence of 
which lessens its hardness by one 
fifth,

Light and 
heat are of twice the amount received 
by the earth from the sun 
clouds to form at an immense inigh 
as compared to those of the earth,

Thus if only two town- 
ships of wheat had been saved, the cost of the campaign 
had been more than met. But the campaign had covered 
over 1500 townships and the saving would be many times 
greater than the cost.

The crop situation in Alberta has reached a con- 
dition where it is possible to make a fairly definite state- 
ment respecting the probable harvest.

Advertising is the weapon, with which the mail 
order house conduct their warfare on the retail 
merchants of the small cities and towns. The mail 
order houses do their advertising, through their own 
catalogues and through certain publications which 
are well known as mail order adverttsing mediums. 
A big mail oicer house spends hundieds of thous- 
ands of dollars merely on the preparation and pub- 
lication of its bulky catalogues. 

BUSINESS BUILT UPON ADVERTISING 

The catalogue houses also spend thousands upon 
thousands of dollars in advertising in the mail order 
publications which look for thelr circulation to the 
people of the small towns and the rural digtricts. 
Advertising in some of these mediums cost as much 
as from $40 to $85 for a single ineh, yet the mail 
order houses find it profitable to pay these high 
rates. Their business is built upon advertising and 
if they were denied the use of the mails for their ad

In advertising the local merchants’ find the only 
weapon with which they can beat the mail order 
houses at their own game. This does not mean 
necessarily only newspaper advertising, although 
that is the big gun in the battery employed by the 
successful merchant, in his battle for trade. Adver- 
tising is a big word and it covers a big field. There 
is no longer to be found the man who does not be- 
lieve in advertising. Every merchant believes in ad- 
vertising of some sort. The placing of a display in 
a show window is advertising. The only difference 
between that kind of advertising and advertising in 
a& newspaper is that where one reaches dozens the 
other reaches hundreds. Attractive window dis- 
plays are of course, an important adjunct of any of 
retail store. They serve their purpose but this , 

~ purpose is only to attract the attention of those who 
may be passing by the store. There are other forms 
ot advertising, such as personal solicitation, but 
printed matter must always continue te be the chief 
reliance of merchants in attracting customers to 
their stores..

Looking for Gold Reserve 


Dutch Government Investigating Dis- 
appearance of Seventy-Five 
Millign 


A mystery involving the disappear- 
ance of close upon $75,000,000 worth 
of gold and silver specie and bullion 
is at present being investigated by the 
Dutch Government. 

For the three years from 1919 to 
1921, gold and silver tothe value of 
553,973,874 guldens were imported 
into Holland, and during the same 
perlod 469,435,214 guldens worth of 
specie and bullion left the country, A 
balance of 84,538,680 guldens ought 
therefore to be lying in the Bank of 
the Netherlands, but the national jsold 
reserve has not increased by. this 
amount, representing, at normal ex- 
change, something over $36,000,000. 
On the contrary, between the begin- 
ning of January, 1919, and the begin- 
ning of the present year the gold re 
serve has fallen from 700,000,000 gul- 
dens to 618,000,000, There is accord: 
ingly a further 87,000,000 guldens, or 
a total of about $75,000,000 to be ac- 
counted for, 

Over the period in question over 
$210,000,000 more gold and silver 
has been received from Germany than 
has been sent back to that country 
from Holland, and over $60,000,000 
more has arrived in Holland from Ger- 
many than has left Holland for Allied 
countries, Not unnaturally this pos- 
sible leakage of German gold is caus- 
ing ‘the Allied Government to follow 
with a certain sympathetic interest 
the present investigation by the Dutch 
authorities. It is not surprising 
that The Hague, while not wishing 
to alientate their German 
neighbors, are cordially welcoming 
the co-operation of Whitehall in 
solving the international mystery of

Discovering Comets 


Late Professor Brooks Had Twenty- 
Seven to His Credit 

Appeals are being made to amateur 
astronomers to be on the look-out for 
new comets. The distinction of dis- 
covering a new comet has not the 
same glory as formerly, although the 
feat 1s no very inconsiderable one. 
The governors ofa New York obser- 
vatory hinted to a celebrated astrono- 
mer on one occasion that they would 
be gratified if he could discover a new 
comet. But the learned man said he 
was otherwise and more importantly 
employed than looking for comets. He 
added, however, if they engaged an 
assistant he would instruct the latter 
how to find a comet. They Agreed, 
and a young man named Wells, who 
was engaged, found the first comet in 
1882, and gave it his name.  Profes- 
sor Brooks, was the most prolific 
comet-finder, and when he died he had 
no fewer than 27 cometary discoveries 
to his credit.—Montreal Gazette.

The Rumanian Government has 
made wheat a temporary monopoly.

Shell fire from a fort controlled by 
Chen Chiung Ming, the United China 
leader, destroyed the munitions base 
of Sun Yat Sen, the deposed president 
of the Cantan Government. 

Arrested on a charge of manufactur: 
ing bombs, Filadelfa Castro, mayor of 
Lentini, Sicily, blew up the court- 
house, killing all the occupants, says 
a despatch to Central News. 

The treaty between Japan and 
China, negotiated at the Washington 
conference, providing for the return 
of Shantung to China, has been filed 
with the League of Nations.
